NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—Andrew 
Carnegie died worth $50,000,0v0 ve 
cording to one of his executors. His 
will is to be offered for probate 
next week. Root, Clark, Buckner 
and Howland of 31 Nassau street 
are the attorneys representing the 
estate. Mr. Carnegie stipulated that 
the Home Trust Company of Hobo- 
ken, N. J., should act as executor 
without bond. 

The will, which disposes of the 
last of the dead steel king's fortune, 
is about 4500 words long and in it 
about a score of personal friends 
and retainers of Mr. Carnegie are 
remembered with moderate legacies. 

Before his death, relatives say, 
Mr. Carnegie provided for his 
daughter Margaret, now the wife of 
Roswell Miller and she does not 
share in the will to the extent she 
would have shared had her marriage 
dot been less than it was. 

Although nothing in the will in- 
dicates the extent of the fortune 
Mr. Carnegie’s last income tax re- 
turns according to a friend of the 
friend, it is valued at about $50,000,- 
000 or just a tenth of the 3800, 
000,000 he earned from his business 
ventures. 

The will does not indicate Mr. 
Carnegie’s interest in the welfare 
of those of whom he thought a 
great deal. Some were provided for 
previous to hia death by life post- 
tions in his various corporations. 

Others were cared for under the 
Carnegie private pension system, 
through which between 450 and 500 
persons receive monthly checks from 
the Home Trust Company. Most 
of those receiving these checks are 
aged friends or former emplovees of 
the steel master. They had claim 
on him through their work in his 
mills because of his association with 
them or their ancestors or through 
something of individual merit that 
appealed to him. 

PENSION SYSTEM. 

He personally signed an author- 
ization for each of the pensioners.

Speed, speed, has been the cry 
of the War Department, and Secre- 
tary Baker has been before the 
Senate Military Committee urging a 
quick disposal of the legisiation pro- 
viding fo rthe peace-time army. Con- 
gressman Kahn of California and 
members of the House Miltary Com- 
mittee are not being statupeded by 
this cry for haste, and to a certain 
extent the Senate committee has 
also been marking time. The ar-

‘HIGH COST OF LIVING ' 


HITS NAVAL OFFICERS. 


MORE THAN 300 RESIGN SAY- 
ING THEY CAN'T SUPPORT 
FAMILIES ON SALARY. 


(BY A Fr DAY WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 121.—With 
the resignations of more than 300 
permanent officers of the regular 
navy already submitted to the de- 
partment and more arriving daily. 
Acting Secretary Roosevelt today be 
gan work on proposed legislation to 
be submitted to Congress, suggesting 
substantial pay increases for officers 
and enlisted men of the navy and 
Marine Corps. 

High ranking officers believe the 
efficiency of the navy is seriously 
threatened. Most of the resignations 
have come from the younger offi- 
cers in the lower grades. These offi- 
cers, receiving from $1700 te $3000 
a year, most of them Annapolis 
graduates capable of earning much 
Ligher salaries in civilian life, say 
they find it impossible to support 
their families on their pay. In this 
connection one rear-admiral called 
attention to the many classes of 
ordinary labor in civilian life where 
larger salaries are paid than to 
naval officers. 

More resignations are now on file 
than had been received from the 
entire regular navy in the last thirty 
vears. Since 1898 the average has 
been seven a year. Among resigna- 
tions now awaiting action are those 
of more than seventysive officers of 
the line, 191 doctors, twenty-five 
chaplains, a acore of suplpy Officers 
and nine naval constructors.

PARIS, Aug. 20.—Unless The 

Netherlands government agrees to 
make concessions to Beigium re- 
garding the lower Scheldt and Dutch 
Limburg, Belgium will withdraw 
from the Peace Conference and 
will take such steps as she deems 
necessary to obtain her rights to the 
disputed territory. 
While Belgium makes no threats 
certain influential members of the 
Belgian peace commission advocate 
a recourse to force, the same as tlhe 
Rumantans did in occupying Buda- 
pest. They back up in their con- 
tentions by statements from the Bei- 
gian General Staff, which is drawing 
up the plang by which the military 
occupation of the left bank of the 
Scheldt and of Dutch Limburg could 
be achieved within six hours. Owing 
to strategic and tactical considera- 
tions of the geographical location of 
both places Holland would be un- 
able to oppose the act cof the miil- 
tary and without outside help could 
not reseize the territories. 

However, the Belgian commission 
will proceed with negotiations with 
The Netherlands to arrange the 
situation amicably if possible, al- 
though according to the decision of 
a Peace Conference commission 
dated April 4 the Belgians are 
barred definitely from realizing their 
aims totally. This comrpissiun, the 
American representative of which 
was Secretary Lansing, decided that 
since The Netherlands is not a bel- 
ligerent state she could not be forced 
by the ene Conference to’ sur- 
render sovereignty over any part of 
her territory. Although Belgium 
had a private undérstanding with the 
French and British made during the 
war, promising her the left bank 
of the Scheldt and Dutch Limburz 
neither France nor Great Britain 
stood by Belgium when Secretary 
Lansing insisted against this dispo- 
sition. 

The present negotiations aim to 
give Belgium certain rights. privi- 
leges and concessions in the contest- 
ed strips of territory without chang- 
ing the froentiera. exam pie, 
Belgium demands the right to decp- 
en the mouth of the Scheldt and to 


ine lighthouses, and making other 
improvements. Belgium insists that 
the river he kept open in time of 
war as well as peace for both mer- 
chant ships and warships.

Development of West. 


King Opposes the Alienation 
Policy Proposed. 


Belief General that it Tends to 
Aid Nation. 


(BY A NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Consid- 
eration of the bill, providing for the 
leasitig of oil, gas, coal, phosphate 
and sodium lands was resumed in 
the Senate late today with prospects 
favoraLle for a vote tomorrow. 
Senator Smoot, Republican, Utah, 
author of the measure, said that 
while he was opposed to the prin- 
ciple involved in the leasing sys- 
tem, if the lands of the West were 
to be developed, some radical 
change in the policy affecting pub- 
lic lands must be made. 

The Utah Senator called the at- 
tention of the Senate to one alter- 
ation in the bill as printed, pro- 
viding that the Secretary of the 
Interior shall have the right to 
offer for sale all royalty, ol] and gas 
accruing to the United States un- 
Ger lease. The original read shall 
offer.” All royalties from the leas- 
ing of ofl lands would be paid to 
the government in ofl or gas. 
Senator King, Democrat, Utah, 
declared that he was opposed to 
any legislation that would operate 
againet alienation of the land. He 
insisted that the best interests of 
the country would be served by 
having the title pass directly to the 
operator of the property, and said 
that the effect of the proposed 
measure would be to keep the lands 
indefinitely in the possession of the“ 
government. 
Senator Smoot said that from 3 
present trend toward government 
ownership and operation, it would 
not surprise him it before the bill 
could become fully operative to see 
all mining and oil drilling on pub- 
lic lands done by the government. 
Senator Smoot’s attention was 
called*to the Lill’s provision that no 
alien might acquire the leasing priv- 
except under certam condi- 
tions. He admitted the bill did bar 
them, but sald he preferred not to 
discuss that feature unless and un-. 
til seme action was taben to alter 
it. He was reminded by several 
Senators that it might have a bad 
effect in certain other countries, 
Mexico and countries in South 
America. where we have protested 
against the elimination of the for- 
eigners from oll operation. 
CONTROL IS VITAL. 
No direct opinion was made, but 
in connection with his defense of 
the bill. Mr. Smoot said that all 
men know that control of ofl in the 
United States or in any other coun- 
try means the control of commerce. 
By a etrict party vote, the House 
today passed and sent to the Sen- 
ate a bilj imposing a tariff of 110 
a unit, or $600 a ton on crude 
tungsten ore, and $1 a pound on 
serro-tungsten and other tungsten 
salts. Democrats, led by Repre- 
sentative Kitchin, North Carolina, 
sought to reduce the rates. 


ACCEPT HIGH TAXES 
AS SIGN OF PROGRESS.

SANTA WONICA, Aug. 21.— 
Santa Monica citizens were told to- 
day that their taxes would be higher 
than they have ever been before. 
Tax experts say that the valuation 
of Santa Monica is higher than that 
fixed by the county. 

The increase in salaries of city 

employees and officials will prob- 
ably be 320,000. There will be a 
large tax to provide the interest on 
the various bond issves that the 
city is planning. The park, music 
and library fund will bring the tax 
rate up to $1.65. 
It ia stated at headquparters that 
there is very little complaint at the 
prospect of a higher tax rate, and 
that there is a tendency to look upon 
it as a sign of progress.

Some hope for an early settlement 
of the strike of Los Angeles Rall- 
way employees was held out last 
night following conferences een 
the Mayor’s Industrial Mediation 
Board and committees representing 
the strikers and the railway com- 
pany.

They will 
not take back the strikers as a body 
nor any of them except as new em- 
ployees. 

NO AGITATORS WANTED. 


It is very doubtful if any of the 
known union agitators will be taken 
back on any terms. The company 
will probably make certain conces-. 
sions having to do with better 
working conditions if the mediators 
are able to suggest better ones than 
their own experts. Out of the 600 
men who struck, 100 have already 
returned to work and more are 
anxious to do so. The whole body 
of strikers, it is stated, would be 
Flad to go back to work on the old 
scale of pay and hours if they do 
not lose their seniority and other ad- 
vantages of long service.

The municipal Board of Pute 
Utilities voted yesterday afternoon 
to license automobilg busses to op- 
pain after 8 p.m. in the city during 
the present strike emergency. Striét 
operating conditions are to be laid 
down by the board and a minimum 
fare of 10 cents and a maximum 
fare of 25 cents established.

They believe each 
day is bringing defeat nearer and 
nearer to the strikers. Their answer 
as to the secret of success ts sim- 
ply “the lovalty of the faithful em- 
ployees to the company. They have 
remained at thelr posts because 
they believe it is the right thing to 
do, that the demands of the strikers 
are unjust and that it is beyond the 
power of the company to comply 
with them. They have expressed 
their determination to fight for the 
right, regardless of the barriers of 
embarrassment erected by theetrik- 
ers.” 

Most of these loyal employees are 
experienced men, and they do not 
look on the walkout as a strike. 
They remember that the strikers 
themselves said they had “peacefully 
withdrawn from the service of the 
company.” Such a withdrawal, it 
is maintained, places the strikers 
in the same boat with any man who 
has become dissatisfied and thrown 
up his job, and leaves the company 
every right to hire new men to fill 
the vacated jobs just as fast as re-

Montgomery Law Favored by 
Welfare Committee. 


Beer Sellers Say It’s not Fair 
to Act Hastily. 


Charles Henry Crawford, owner 
of the Maple Cafe and spokesman 
for those interested in the sale of 
2.75 per cent. beer here, last night 
declared that if the Council passes 
the bone-dry ordinance, with or 
without the emergency clause, the 
cafe men will start a referendum. 

“If the ordinance is passed, and 
carries the three-day emergency 
clause, we will attack the ordinance 
and the clause, and will take legal 
steps to tie it up in courts until the 
matter can de decided by the peo- 
ple, he said. 

“We believe that it is not fair to 
the people of Los Angeles to pass 
this ordinance at this time. Weare 
determined to fight this, and all oth- 
er hasty action. The Council can- 
not afford, we believe, to hurry with 
a matter of this sort, as it involves 
not only the right of the people in 
general, but the welfare of hundreds 
of workers connected with the bust- 
ness. Our fight will be made for 
2.75 per cent, beer, for we do not 
consider it to be intoxicating.” 

UP TO COUNCIL TODAY. 

The Council will today take up 
the question of whether or not to 
instruct the City Attorney to pre- 
pare the ordinance. The Public 
Welfare Committee yesterday voted 
unanimously in favor of passing 
along to the Council! the ordinance 
proposed by Dr. 8. T. Montgomery 
of the Anti-Saloon League and in- 
dorsed by a number of churches of 
the city. If the Council instructs 
the City Attorney to prepare the 
ordinance, it virtually means that 
when the ordinance arrives, it will 
be passed. 

The committee recommends to 
the Council that the City Attorney 
prepare the ordinance in conform- 
ity with the Elghteenth Amendment 
to the Constitution, which goes into 
effect January 16, and prohibits the 
sale and manufactura or all al- 
coholic tiquors.

SAY STEEL STRIKE IS 
NOT A SERIOUS MENACE

MANUFACTURERS n- 
LIEVE UNIONIZATION IN 
EAST Is A FIZZLE. 


The threatenea general strike of 
the steel workers in the eastern 
mills is not being taken seriously 
by the local concerns, which depend 
on the mils for their raw materials. 
The iron workers here believe the 
strike will be of little consequence. 
They claim that the large steel cor- 
porations have been considerate of 
their employees during the past few 
years, and the r@uit is the majority 
of the men are well satisfied with 
the conditions generally. 

Unionization of the eastern steel 
mills has not amounted to very 
much, it is declared, and if a strike 
was called only a small percentage 
of the men employed in the mills 
would respond. The concerns most 
affected, local manufacturers say, 
would be the smaller, independent 
mills. 

Employees of the Gary (Ind.) mills 
are very well satisfied with working 
conditions, according to a statement 
made yesterday by William Lacy of 
the Lacy Manufacturing Company. 
He said he recently read a magazine 
article prepared by some of the 
workingmen at the Gary mills, in 
which the statement was made that 
the workers believed they were far- 
ing better under the present working 
conditions than they would be if they 
were affiliated with the union. 

All of the local manufacturers 
using teel and steel plate believe 
the union organisations in the East 
are exaggerating their strength. They 
say the rep that 98 per cent. of 
the Voters favored striking meant 
nothing, as the voters may have only 
ropresented a small percentage of 
the men actually employed in the 
mills. 

None of the manufacturers at- 
tempted to depreciate the seriousness 
of a general walkout of the mill 
workers, if such a thing could hap- 
pen, but they all declared that the 
major portion of the mill. workers 
were making extraordinary wakes 
now; that working conditions had 
Improved. and that, as the steel milis 
bargained with the men collectively, 
without recognizing any union affilia- 
tion, the workers were all of the 
opinion that the corporations would" 
meet them fairly on any proposition 
that might arise.

And she has grievances now worse than 
ever. 

Go on, mother. Strike. Strike for fair 
and tie up the whole works from Dan to 
Beersheba and from Hell to Omaha Let 
us see a strike that is a strike. 

But, as far as that’s concerned, we would 
like to ask who it is that hasn't got griev- 
ances? Why, man, life in all its walks and 
rides, life in all its angles and circum- 
stances and conditions, is one vast griev-. 
ance. 

There are as many grievances in this 
world as there are grounds ror divorce. 
And that's more than any man can count. 

Everybody has grievances. The producer 
has a grievance against the jobber, the job- 
ber has a erievance against the wholesaler, 
the wholesaler has a grievance against the 
retailer and the retailer has a grievance 
against the consumer. And the consumer 
has a grievance against the whole world. 

In the labor union« the walking delegates 
have e grievance against pay envelopes. So 
We see that grievances are common. They 
are universal, immemorial and perpetual. 
Grievai ces contracts run to the end of time. 

And tt te well. We couldn't get along 
without grievances. They are the spices of 
life. They are our safety valves, our ex- 
haust pipes without which we world blow 
up and bust. 

When Gladstone put Disestablishment 
through and Presbyterians and Catholics 
in Ireland didn’t have to pay tithes to the 
Church of England any longer or didn't 
have to go to church at all if they didn't 
want to, which some of them naturaily 
didn’t, there was an orator at 2 big meeting 
who. praised Gladstone eloquently for his 
great act. 7 

But a man arose in the meeting and said: 
“Gladstone be damned; he took away from 
us the grandest grievance We ever had.” 
He was a man from Tipperary, and he spoke 
the truth. 

Wherefore, since 4 grievance is a ground 
for strikes, and since we all have griev- 
ances, let's all go on strike. 

Let's sprag not only trolley wheels, but, 
while we are at it, let's sprag every other 
wheel. Let's sprag everything from a wheel 
in a watch to the wheels in the heads of 
the parior Socialists. 

You see, there would be some way to get 
along, just the same. If nobody worked, not 
excepting father, and nobody baked bread 
and nobody washed clothes, or made them 
and nobody had any money we would all 
be on an equal footing; and the dream of 
socialism would then come true. 

Then would dawn that delightful Utopian 
age when one man could starve to death 
as easily ag another and as quickly. 

The earth would then return into the 
possession of jacktabbits, gophefs, wild 
cats, horned toads and Indians. Which 
would be all right. It was theirs first. 

The thing will probably have to be tried 
out sooner or later, else we shall have no 
peace. So why not try it out now? Per- 
haps it is cowardly of us to slough the ex- 
periment off on another generation. Let's 
all strike aad be done with it. 

We should not et the walking delegates 
bluff us. If they are game let us be game. 
too. He is indeed a poor sport who is net 
willing to try anything once.

Not all the horrors of war have to do 
with matching millions of men against oth- 
er millions in the titenic combinations of 
modern strategy that often result in snuf- 
fing out a hundred thousand live in a sin- 
gle day of blood, fire and carnage. Under 
such conditions the physical tortures of 
those at the front are perhaps not more 
dificult to endure then the mental agony 
of the ones left behind to keep the home 
fires burning; but there is an economic 
distress which war entails that is almost 
as severe as any of the others. 

‘War is the lank and grim embodiment of 
hunger. Its sulphurous breath biasts the 
growing crops and consumes the garnered 
harvests. War associates waste with lack 
of production; it is an economic scourge 
that has been known to wipe out a whole 
people. The clash between governments 
can be checked whenever the will of the 
contestants agree. An armistice puts an 
end to violent combats; but governments 
apparently have no power over the eco- 
nomic conditions caused by war waste. In 
this country the pinch of the war is tighter 
nine months after the fighting has ceased 
than it was at any time while the armed 
conflicts were raging. 

To disturb economic forces is perilous. 
They are regulated ty their own laws, out- 
side the range of politics; and their action 
and reaction are little understood. It is 
not easy to understand why »rices should 
be higher nine months after the war ends 
than during the heat of battle; but such is 
the condition that confronts us, theorize 
about it as we may. The public at large 
had expected prices to recede after the ar- 
» mistice; and when tbe prices of bread and 
meat continue to rise social and economio 
unrest follows. At times this unrest flashes 
into revolution. For there is a fatal tend- 
ency of the race to start a political revolu- 
tion whenever economic conditions become 
well-nigh unbearable, despite the fact that 
there is not a single instance in history 
wherein an economic reform has been ef- 
fected through a political revolution. 
Changing forms of government never fills 
an empty dinner pall. 

There has been no other time in the his- 
tory of the country when the prices of ne- 
cessities were so high. If they were to 
continue for another two years the inevita- 
ble result would be a stunted and decadent 
people. Here are a few comparative exam- 
ples taken from a current market report. 
Wheat now sells for $2.23 a bushel and 
flour for $12.25 a barrel in the eastern mar- 
kets: in 1918 whea: sold for 88 cents a 
bushel and flour for $4.86 a barrel. Lard 
has advanced from $10 to $34 per hundred- 
weight. In 1813 live hogs sold for 8 cents 
a pound in the Chicago market; they now 
sell for 20 cents. Cotton sold in New York 
in 1913 for 11 cents a pound; it now sells 
for 33 cents. Potatoes have advanced from 
$2 a barrel to $5 # barrel. Corn has risen 
from 69 cents to $1.87. California dried 
peaches have gone from @ cents a pound 
to 28 cents a pound. Rice has advanced 
from 6 cents to 14 cents a pound. Woolen 
dress goods has risen from $1.50 a yard to 
$3.38. Live sheep have gone from 4 cents 
a pound to 10 cents. Curious as it may 
seem, about the smallest advance in the 
way of foodstuffs is that of beef. Live beef 
sold in Chicago at $8.30 a hundred in 1913; 
the market price was $16.75 a hundred last 
week. 

Those who seek the cause for the unrest 
and turmoil throughout the country at the 
present time will und it in those market re- 
ports. The cost of living cannot double 


whose incomes have not partaken the same 
inflation. There is more fictitious prosper- 
ity in the country this year than at any 
other time in its bistory. But evidences 
are multiplying that back of this unreal 
prosperity there is the very real pinch of 
the high cost af living, reminding one of 
the Polish nobles referred to by Napoleon 
as wearing ermine coats, but no shirts. 
Whatever the politicians and economists 


is growing tighter. We have just begun 


without working a great hardship on those 


to feel ft. And the remedies suggested in 
the political addresses delivered in the na- 
ional capital do not offer much prospect 
of substantial relief. Despite these in- 
creases of from 100 per cent to 300 per 
cent. in the cost of food, the farmers are 
told that they are not getting too much. 
Notwithstanding the repeated advance in 
Wages to the employees in certain indus- 
tries—notably the railroads and the ship- 
yards—the workers are told that they are 
not getting nearly enough. At the same 
time the Federal Reserve Board deprecates 
any attempt to deflate currency. If there 
is to be no reduction in the original cost 
of necessity; if the wages of workmen are 
to continue to zo higher, and there is to 
be no reduction in the currency in cir- 
culation, the man who believes that there 
is going to be a decrease in the cost of 
living would be as credulons as the one 
who thought recently he was going to buy 
the acreage of \Westiake Park for 3300. 
Before the farmer will voluntarily reduce 
the price of his products he must find the 
public unwilling to pay present prices. Un- 
til there is a self-denial practiced by the 
consumers prices will continue to soar. 
The great hole in Furope caused by the 
war is beginning to lessen. There are in- 
dications that the peak of the export trade 
has been passed. Fut there must be more 
labor and more thriit in our own country 
before the economic grip of the war will 
loosen, "The country has become too blase for 
prices to be affocted by passing resolutions 
and making speeches ebout them. If the peo- 
ple will make u» their minds to go without 
certain articles (such as flour or sugar or 
res) for a while they will see the prices 
of those articles come tumbling down. Self- 
denial will invoke the all-potent law of 
supply and demand. You can't beat it. 


CARRANZA, AN ENEMY. 

America has no more implacable enemy 
than Carranza, and we mate him. Wash- 
ington was under the conviction that Car- 
ranza Was a pious and pacifistic old gentle- 
man, well equipped with uplifting maxims, 
and probably with an undeveloped capacity 
for spiritual Introspection. Carranza, it will 
be remembered, was a sort of substitute 
for Huerta, who wds a “murderer.” It was 
not the fault of Carranza that the oll fields 
of Mexico were not handed over bodily to 
the German government. Probably they 
would have been ff Germany had been fn a 
position to avail herself of them. Why 
Carranza should have been so fanatically 
pro-German is a matter of speculation. Per- 
haps Dr. Hale and Mr. Steffens, both of 
them American emissaries to Mexico, could 
throw some light upon that point. How- 
ever that may be, Carranza did everything 
that he could to injure America during the 
war. He is doing everything that he can 
to injure America now. It has been said 
that Mr. Steffens-—before he became the 
American emissary to the Bolsheviki—in 
spired and sketched the confiscatory leg 
islation directed against American interests 
in Mexico. His fuiminations against the 
American system of government point that 
way. And now, after years of increasing 
anarchy in Mexico end the American dead 
and wounded constituting quite a respecta- 
ble battle casualty list we are gravely told 
that something ought to be doné. What?

one is suffered to do more than the 
least skillfal of his feliows can do 
within the hours allotted to a day's 
labor, ani po one may work out of 
hours at all or voluntcer anything 
beyond the minimum. 

“I need not point out how eco- 
nomically disastrous such a regula- 
tion of labor is. It is 80 unprofitable 
to the employer that in some trades 
it will presently not be worth his 
while to attempt anything at all. 
He had better stop altogether than 
operate at an inevitable and inva- 
riable loss. 

“The labor of America is rapidly 
becoming unprofitable under its 
present regulation by those who 
have determined to reduce it to a 
minimum. 

“Our economic supremacy may be 
lost because the country grows more 
and more fuli of unprofitable serv- 
ants. —[ Extract from baccalaureate 
address of President Woodrow Wil- 
son before the graduating class of 
Princeton University in 1909. 

“Iam a fierce partisan of the open 
shop and of everything that makes 
for individual liberty, and I should 
like to contribute anything that 
might be possible for me to contrib- 
ute to the clarification of thinking 
and the fonwvation of right purposes 
in matters of this kind.”—[Extract 
from letter of Dr. Woodrow Wilson, 
January 12, 1909, in reply to an in-

| OUR REGULARS. 
Our magnificent Regular Army 
has never received its due Measure 
of credit for deeds on the battle- 
fields of France. They have been 
overlooked because they were re 
cruited from all parts of the United 
States and in this way their divi- 
sions do not specifically represent 
States or cities. Naturally enouga 
divisions of the National Army which 
were built up from one State. or 4 
district composed of two or more 
States, received much newspaper 
publicity. Their home people were 
proud of them. But who was there 
to love the regular? The answer is 
that we all loved them. In spite of 
this, however, there was no one to 
tell them so, and the papers 

few headlines In their favor. 

Dark and dreary for all Allied 
people were the days between March 
21 and July 18, 1918! In the words 
of Col. Leonard H. Ayres— There 
was everfywhere among them, ex- 
cept in their stoutest spirits, a som- 
ber forebouing of disaster.” On 
March 21 tho Germans started their 
first great drive and it took a heavy 
toll in lives and territory. Four 
great drives followed, the last one 
taking plac> in the Chateau Thierry 
salient on Joh 18. During those 
four heartbreaking months enemy 
airplanes went wherever they 
pleased, promising ruthless exter- 
mination fcr France. Every twenty 
minutes a shell fell in Paris from 
the long-range gun. London was 
bombed and terrorized. The forces 
of darkness ‘were in the ascendant 
on land and sea. There’ were two 
great outstanding facts open to the 
observation of every American in 
France during that period — the 
thick, black, hopeless gloom of our 
allies end the laughter of arriving 
Yanks. 

America was rushing every avail- 
able man to France, but we were 
constantly urged to send troops in 
ever-greater numbers until we ex- 
ceeded three hundred thousand in 
one month. The American and Brit- 
ish navies achieved the superhuman 
on the hich seas. Desperate fight- 
ing on the part of our heroic allies 
only served to slow up the encom- 
ing horde. They could not stop 
them. It was a thrilling race be- 
tween the enemy and our arriving 
troops. The Germans were drawing 
dangerously near to their objec- 
tives. The northeastern horizon of 
Paris glowed at night with the heat 
lightning of artillery. For the sec- 
ond time the enemy was marching 
down the Marne. Hindenburg ad- 
mitted that a few “Italians and 
Americans were attempting to cover 
the approacher to Paris, but they 
were second-rate troops.” 

Those “second-rate troops” con- 
tained our regulars, the First, Sec- 
ond, Fourth and Third divisions, in 
the order named, lined up from the 
vicinity of Soilssons to Chateau 
Thierry, and the Fourth Marines op- 
posite Relleau Wood. in the drive 
against the Germans, which was at 
once ordered by Foch. the Twenty- 
sixth, Forty-second and Thirty-sec- 
ond divisious crushed their way 
through until on August 6 they cap 
tured Flames ahd straightened the 
line from Rheims to Soissons. The 
Twenty-eichth Division and other 
American troops relieved the pres 
sure on Rheims by moving in a north- 
westerly direction from the Marne 
to Fismes. 

There could be no justice in 
weirhing differences or making com- 
parisons between different units of 
our gallant army. It is only de- 
cause our regvlars have been over- 
looked, except by official citations 
and awards of medals, that I would 
call attention to them. The official 
records will leave no doubt ag to 
their priceless services, but few 
persons read official records. Let 
the whole nation take the Regular 
Arr@y to its heart as it takes all its 
heroes and forget not a single one. 

It was on the 18th day of July. 
1918, that the proud Prusstan Guard 
struck the “second-rate” troops who 
were covering the approaches to 
Paris. A French officer stated that 
the first attack nearly annihilated 
the French troops who were holding 
positions in frcnt of the Americans 
when the battle commenced. They 
fell back broken and discouraged 
before overwhelming numbers. The 
Germans came on, singing and 
shouting that the war was over. It 
was a dress parade now for them, 
just as the Kaiser had told them a 
few days before in the town of Cha- 
teau Thierry, when, at a banquet, he 
had at last thrown off the mask and 
admitted that this was a war of con- 
quest and that Germany would rule 
the world. That Prussian song died 
out somewhere on the Paris road 
between Montreuill aux Lions and 
Chateau Thierry, where it encoun- 
tered the bayonets of the Second 
Division ani the Fourth Marines. 
Other members of the German cho- 
rus quit singing in the Retz Forest 
and along he banks of the Ourcg. 
The road that runs from Chateau 
Thierry to Soissons might well be 
named the “Highway of Human 
Freedom,” for when the foe retreat- 
ed across that road his doom was 
sealed. 

It fell to the glorious lot of our 
regulars and marines to &ght in one 
of the decisive battles of the great 
war. They esrned and received the 
praise of all men who understand. 
They deserve the praise of the whole 
world that should be informed. 
Their splendid valor was equaled by 
others in the bloody Argonne and at 
St. Mihiel, but it has never been 

anywhere.

NEW FIRST :: NATIONAL STAR MUSICAL. 
First Feature is Soon to Show Here. 


MERGER IS OFF. 


Following a new series of dicker- 
ings looking to an amalgamation, 
both local symphony organizations 
yesterday announced their intention 
of continuing independently, leaving 
the local orchestral situation again 


in the air, with prospects of the two 
orchestras running competition to 
each other unless some further 
Steps can be taken toward a con- 
solidation. 

The present effort to bring about 
a merger was instituted through 
the instrumentality of the Citizens’ 
Executive Committee of the Los An- 
geles Festival Board. The principal 
point of difference that arose dur- 
ing the negotiations was concerning 
the naming of directcrs. 

The plan has been under discussion 
for the past two weeks, and nego- 
ations were definitely broken off at 
the meeting of the Los Angeles Sym- 
phony Association yesterday after- 
noon in their offices in the Audito- 
rium: Building. It was announced 
that the association will continue as 
an independent organization. Simul- 
taneously the Philharmonic made 4 
gimilar announcement. 

Following is the account of the 
merger as given in a statement by 
the Los Angeles Symphony Associa- 


n: 

“The matter of a merger, which 
had been ostensibly closed when the 
two associations had failed to come 
to an agreement, was tentatively 
opened fcr reconsideration at the 
instance ot the Citizens’ Executive 
Committee of the Los Angeles Fes- 
tival Board. Plans were formulated 
by the Los Angeles Symphony Asso- 
ciation, which were satisfactory to 
this neutral committee, and these 
terms were transmitted to Mr. 


k. 

“In these terms the Los Angeles 
Symphony Association accepted all 
details as proposed by Mr. Clark, 
with the exception of that portion 
wherein Mr. Clark stipulated for 
himself the naming of four of the
